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Judge Finds in Favor of Objects to Meet Well 

City in Suit to Allow Change of Known Men 

Sanitariums to Operate Road Plan While East 


Mountain Glen Healthatorium Is Denied 
Permanent Injunction Sought 
This Week 


A permanent injunction restraining 
the City of Sierra Madre from in¬ 
terfering with the operation of the 
Mountain Glen Healthatorium was 
denied by Judge Burnell of Depart¬ 
ment 19, Superior Court of Los An¬ 
geles county, at a hearing held Tues¬ 
day ad Wednesday. The hearing 
was held on the fourth amended pe¬ 
tition of the plaintiff corporation, 
the other three having been thrown 
out of court. 

Attorneys Fred Baker and E. E. 
Bacon represented the city and the 
law firm of Moote and Patterson 
represented the sanitarium. The 
The case in one form or another has 
been pending since the new zoning 
ordinance was passed about two 
years ago and is regarded as a test 
case for the present zone. 

Zone Not Exclusive 

The last amended petition recited 
that there was no available land for 
sanitarium purposes in Zone B, 
which had been set aside for such 
institutions and that water could not 
be brought to most of the property 
in that zone. The city introduced 
testimony to show that within the 
last few months Mrs. D. Arvey had 
purchased property inside the proper 
zone for the purpose of operating a 
sanitarium. Tom Henderson, water 
superintendent for the city, was also 
put on the stand and testified that 
it is possible to serve all of that dis¬ 
trict with water from the city water 
system. 

In giving his decision Judge Bur¬ 
nell cited a number of instances 
where similar laws had been passed 
and were upheld by higher courts.

MANY GOOD THINGS 
OFTEN OVERLOOKED 

1 don’t know which Judge Forman 
enjoys most—fruit and flowers, or 
statistics. His ability us a statis¬ 
tician is well known, probably trace¬ 
able to his technical training at the 
naval academy. Some people know 
him only as a dispenser of truffic 
or bonfire fines. Some of the rest 
of us know him as a judge of flow¬ 
ers and fruit and a lover of varie¬ 
ties little known to the public. 

Why some j>eople are satisfied with 
common varieties of fruit when it is 
easy to have a variety of delicious 
novelties is always a puzzle to Hiz- 
zonor. (I’ll probably get fined for 
that.) He told me the other day 
of a home garden with six peach 
trees, all of a common variety. 

"And to think they might have 
had u couple of nectarine trees and 
some choice varieties of peach just 
as easily,” he said with disgust. 

I agree heartily with his taste for 
nectarines. There is nothing to ex¬ 
cel the combination of delicate flavor 
and spicy tang. Fresh or canned, 
they are equally delicious. 

Another garden product which my 
friend thinks much neglected is the 
casabe, and I think he is right as 
usual. Properly ripened the casabe 
is delicious. But it is difficult to 
find them in the market in the right 
condition. 

Probably the same reason would 
in a measure account for lack of at¬ 
tention to both nectarines and casa- 
bes. They are good only when thor¬ 
oughly ripe, and should be ripened 
on tree or vine. In that condition 
they are not practicable for market 
handling. For that reason the peo¬ 
ple who really appreciate them al¬ 
most need to raise them in their 
own back yards—or find a friend 
who produces them, like a man who 
used to bring casabes to the News 
office once in awhile. He moved 
away from town and I have never 
tasted any since which equal his. 

Mr. Forman (if you want to re¬ 
main his friend call him that—or 
just Charlie, rather than Lieutenant 
or Judge) seems to think maybe the 
influence of this column is sufficient 
to spread an interest in some of 
these neglected garden products. 
Maybe it is. I’ll confess to an in¬ 
terest in those he mentioned. 

I’ll go further and confess to nn 
interest in nuts. Fellow feeling, 
maybe. Does anyone know of the 


He said that the law recognized the 
right of a city to say where institu¬ 
tions and enterprises should operate. 

It was not learned whether the 
case will be appealed to a higher 
court, but if not, the Mountain Glen 
Healthatorium will be forced to move 
their quarters into the zone des¬ 
cribed in the zoning ordinance. 

Hope Fighting Ended 

The case has been watched with a 
great deal of interest by both the 
sanitarium owners and the resi¬ 
dents of the community who were 
instrumental in having the zone 
changed to its present boundaries. 
City officials expressed themselves 
yesterday as being well pleased with 
the outcome of the case and stated 
that there would probably be no fur¬ 
ther attempts to establish sanitar¬ 
iums outside the proper zone. It 
is also understood that them are a 
number of smaller institutions which 
will be notified that they must ad¬ 
here to the three patient limit of 
the ordinance or move to the proper 
zone. 

A petition was in circulation the 
first of the week asking for a special 
election to include the Mountain 
Glen Healthatorium in the zone set 
aside for such institutions. The pe¬ 
tition also included a clause asking 
that another lot on North Baldwin be 
included in the zone in order to al¬ 
low the Sierra Madre hospital to en¬ 
large its present building. City of¬ 
ficials state that the present zone 
includes only one lot at the location 
of the hospital and that through an 
oversight the other lot owned by 
Dr. Gruth was not included in the

The Sierra Madre News: On Aug¬ 
ust 26, 1924, the people of Sierra 
Madre Cunyon voted a bond issue 
for rouds throughout their district. 
Meetings were held in the canyon 
by the city engineer und officials of 
the city to discuss plans and deter¬ 
mine the kind of roads most practi¬ 
cal for the canyon, and to deter¬ 
mine the just method of assessment. 
In those meetings the city officials 
stated that because of the irregular¬ 
ity of the land of the canyon, the 
necessity for much grading in cer¬ 
tain places and for bridges and the 
relative unimportance of frontage 
to the value of canyon property in 
comparison to city property, no 
method of taxation would be just 
that did not tax all property of the 
district in proportion to its assessed 
valuation. 

The bonds were voted under this 
plan and carried by a big majority. 
The assessed valuation of the dis¬ 
trict would amply secure the bonds, 
so that no difficulty in selling them 
would result, and no unnecessary de¬ 
lay was anticipated in improving our 
district. We of the canyon rejoiced 
and the city of Sierra Madre must 
have rejoiced with us, that at last 
the canyon was to become a beauti¬ 
ful district of which Sierra Madre 
would be proud. 

The board of trustees of Sierra 
Madre are contemplating building the 
roads by a plan which they, last 
year, at the time of the bond elec¬ 
tion, declared to be unwise, because 
it would make the sale of bonds 
difficult and would be unjust in its 
method of assessment. 

We canyon residents have been 
criticised for not being able to get 
together and decide a question for 
our mutual benefit. Last year we 
got together and decided the road 
question at the bond election. We 
ask the board of trustees and the 
city of Sierra Madre to stand by us.

Whenever out on the road he took 
! pictures—thousands of them—and

The phonograph, like the prover¬ 
bial penny, seems destined to pay a 
return visit to homes from which it 
has been all but banished. 

The radio, which for a time had 
taken most of the “buoyancy” out of 
its sales sales and superseded, if not 
stolen, its thunder, has turned out to 
be the bearer of bright ideas. The 
jagged beam of light which the 
radiocasting companies have the 
voice produce to let them know that 
at least the familiar squawks are not 
on the wave when it first takes the 
air, has given one of the phonograph 
companies the idea for recording 
sound by having the beam of light 
play on a photographic film. It finds 
that the needle groove on the record 
can thus he made far finer, and many 
more yards of melody included. 

While the new method is still be¬ 
ing experimented with, it appears 
that a plate can be made with 
enough grooves to last the needle 
for an hour. Since the owner can 
call his own tune, and since the rec¬ 
ord, also during the first months at 
least, is reasonably free from the 
early forbear of static, this should 
restore the phonograph to its cor¬ 
ner in the parlor, where its useful¬ 
ness like that of the radio, will be 
limited only by the listening power.

John C . Ragsdale 

Passes Away 

John C. Ragsdale, 53 years old, 
died at his home in Pasadena, Sat¬ 
urday afternoon, after an illness last¬ 
ing ordy a few hours. Mr. Ragsdale 
was for many years a resident of 
Sierra Madre and owner of a ranch 
in the northwestern part of the city.
